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fhoulders, but one only Body, and that well form’d , yet having 
double entralsin all refpetts. The Ewe remains well. The Mon¬ 
itor dyed, and is nowin my Cuftody, after it hath been dried in 
an Oven, and By the Sun. 

Some Obfervations made in Mines, and at Sea, occafioning a 
Conjecture about the Origine of Wind: Imparted by the 
fame Mr. C. 

One John Gill , a Man well experienced in Mineral affairs, diff 
courfing with me about the Wind and its Origine} declared to me 
his thoughts concerning the fame,as a refult of twenty years Expe¬ 
rience and Obfervations of his own. 

Firjl, He affirmed, that if in digging' deep under ground, the 
Work-men meet with Water, they never want Air or Wind 5 but 
if they mifle Water (as fometimes it happens, even at 17 or id Fa¬ 
thoms depth) they are deftitute of convenient Air,either to breath 
in, or to make their Candles burn. 

Next, When (asufual) there happens to be a great quantity of a 
Winters handing water, in a deep Mine, they commonly bring, 
or drive up an Adit for drawing away fuch water: But as loon as 
that part of the Level is made, that any of the handing Water be¬ 
gins to run away, the Men muh fecure themfelves,as well as they 
can, from danger of being dafh’d in pieces againh the fides of the 
Adit : For the included Air or Wind in the handing Water,breaks 
forth with ftich a terrible noyfe, as that of a Peece of Ordnance, 
and with that violence, as to carry all before it,. loofening the ve¬ 
ry Rocks, though at fome dihance in the Work or Adit. 

Thirdly , he hath obferved on feveral occafions,going to and fro, 
between London and flimouth , by Sea, that being in a Calm, that 
way, which the Sea began to Loom or move, the next day the 
Wind Was lure to blow from that point of the Compafs, towards 
Which the Sea did Loom the day before. 

An Account of Hail-Scones cf an unufual bignefs , Communi¬ 
cated by D. Nath. Fairfax, with his Reflections on them. 
This Account came but very lately to hand, though the thing hapned 
a while agoe ^ the Ingenious Author thereof, having but newly entred 
into a Philofophical Correjpondence with the Publifher. 

July, 17, 1 666. About 10 in the Fore-noon, there fell a violent 
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ftorm of Hail about the Coaft-Towns of Suffolk tracing along 
Seek/ord-Hall, Wood-bridge, Snape bridge, Aldborotigb, &c. more to 
the North-ward. The Hail was (mail near Yarmouth ; but at 
Seckjord-Hall , o^ie Hail-ftone was found by meafuretobe 9. 
Inches about. One of this Town (yh^. Wood bridge) found one at 
Melton., 8, Inches about. At Snape-bridge a man affirm’d , that he 
lighted on one about ta. Inches about. A Lady of Frijlon-Hall, 
putting one of them into a Ballance, found it weigh its. 6 d. 
Several perfons of good credit in Aldborough affirm'd, fome Hal¬ 
ftones to have been full as bigg as Turkeys-Eggs s ( an ordinary 
IHlens-Egg weighs but about 9/.) J. Baker of Rumborough,d ri¬ 
ving a Cart on the Heath by Aldborough, had his head broken by 
the knocks of them through a ftiff Country-felt: In fome places 
his head bled; in others, bunnyes arofe: The Horfcs were fo 
pelted, that they hurried away his Cart beyond all command. 
They feem’d all rvhitejmooth withdur,fhining within. ’Tis fome- 
wliat ftrange, methinks, that their pillar of Air fliould keep them 
aloft, if they were not clapt together in the falling ; efpecially at 
fuch a time,ofthe year, when the Air is lefs thickned and its 
Spring weaker. 

Account of a great number of Stones, found in one Bladder, by 
the fame, 

Mr. Goodrick^ Chirurgeon of Bury St. Edmunds affirm’d tome, 
that himfelf Cutting a Lad of the Stone(for which he hath a great 
name) took out thence, it one time, 96 fmall Stones, all of them 
of unlike ffiape, Size, Corners, Sides ; fome of which were fo be¬ 
llow’d as to Hide upon others., and had thereby worn their flats 
to a wonderfull fliknefs. He allur’d me alio,that in the fame place, 
another, when dead, had a Stone taken from him, almoft as big 
as a new-born Childs head, and much of that Shape.
